ish companies is doing a splendid 
wonk in iproviding homes for the’ 
best class of (Britishers, on terme 
which are an eye-opener to the na- 
jority of the people who are acquaint- 
ed with the land traffic. 

Mr. Wood is an irrigation engineer 
of wide experience in the British 
Empire, but feeling that owing to age

pany does own tremendous acreage 
\they are disposing of it to the right 
kind of settler as faust as they can be 
found, and at low prices.

OF MUNICIPAL 
HOSPITAL WORK 


A, EK. Whiston, Who Has Charge 
of Provincial Work, Ad- 
dresses Convention 


How tie establishment of municipal 
hospitals throughout the province is 
meeting with the greatest success, 
was recounted to tho delegates at- 
tending the convention of the West- 
ern Association.of Sanitary Inspec- 
tors on Friday morning by A. K. 
Whiston who has charge of the munt- 
cipal hospitals branch under the pro- 
vincial department of healt. 

Mr. Whiston pointed out how in 
establishing the municipal ospital 
districts, every effort was made to 
conform to.the needs of the distrist 
And its residents. A most carefu! sur- 
vey was made of the pgoposed. bounds 
in order to ascertain that topographi- 
cal difficulties did not ex'st which 
would prevent the fullest use of ths 
‘ospital. Then the prospective rev- 
enuue was gone into and it was care- 
fully considered the amount of tax2s 
might be imposed, the likely amount 
that would be collected and the total 
of arrears that might accrue. If it 
would be necessary to impose a tax 
of more than 8 cents per acre per 
quarter section, the hospital was not 
established. If the hospital was estab- 
I'shed it was up to the department at 
all times, to see that the taxes did 
not exceed three cents per acre, 

Whether the hospital established 
was for five or 30 beds the equipment 


from cellar to garret. was of the best. 


For inatance, at Drumheller there 
was @ $4,500 X-ray apparatus and an 
operator to work it. A maternity de- 
livery room wns always kept in order 
and waiting, with all the necessary 
equipment. Vital statistics compiled 
by the department showed that one 
out of every eight children born in 
the province dieg before reaching the 
age of one year.

NYS HOBHOUSE 


Postmaster-General in Asquith 
Government at Ottawa Return- 
ing From Trip West

Ottawa, Aug. 27—That no individu- 
al, institution or party in Ireland can 
now ride the whirlwind which has 
been stirred up there, and bring ord- 
er and settled government to that un- 
happy country, ia the opinion of 
Right Hon. Sir Charles Hobhouse, 
postmaster-general in the Asquith 
government from 1914 to 1915, and 
member of parliament for Bristol 
from 1900 until the Liberal debacle 
in 1918. Sir Charles is staying here 
for a few days on his way back ‘to 
England. He has been making an ex- 
haustive examination of the immenae 
tract of jand in Southern § Aldberta, 
which is being developed by the Can- 
ada Land and Irrigation Company, of 
which he is president. 

The Irish people were «0 com- 
pletely out of hand now that it would 
be a very wise man who could predict 
what the end would bging forth, so 
chaotic were conditions there, Sir 
Charles said. He did not hold out 


much hope for the conference of mod- | 


erates, which is being held now in 
Dublin, so long as the extremists re- 
mained outside. The problem was too 
deep-rooted to be settled in this way. 

Sir Charles showed that he was 
keenly interested in the statement of 
policy revently enunciated by Premier 
Meighen, but he thought tiat in esup- 
porting such principles, the govern- 
ment was riding for a fal} in the next 
election. He ehowed his firm belief in 
free trade in England when he stated 
with emphasis: 

“The war has taught the English 
people that high prices are the result 
of restricted imports. A tariff means 
restricted importe. They want no 
tariff.”

Big Wheat Crop Expected to 
Have Effect on the Price of 
Bread 


BUSINESS BACK TO NORMAL 


Winnipeg Miller Says Flour Price 
Will Be at Least $1.50 
Lower 


Montreal, Aug. 27—There is a 
distinct possibility that within the 
hext month or so, following the 
big wheat crop in the west, and 
the resumption of competitive 
dealing by the millers, that the 
price of flour will decrease and be 
followed by a drop in the price of 
bread. Already, it is stated by 
representatives of the leading 
milling interests, there had been a 
drop in the market price of No. 1 
Northern, which is the standard 
wheat for flour purposes. 


When the wheat board goes out of 
existence, it is empected that the b 
millers will return to their old com 
petitive systems of buying and selling, 
and the expectation is that in the 
course of time this will result in a re- 
duction in the cost of flour and bread 
to the ultimate consumer. As to just 
when this will take place, the milters 
were not inclined to predict, sinep 
they are confronted with the problem 
of buying wheat and selling its prod- 
ucts, but it was intimated that with- 
{n a short time there might be devel- 
opments that would ease the situation 
for the bread-winner and eater. 

Tt was stated by a leading milling 
expert, who has just returned from a 
tour of observation through the west, 
that present costs of bread depended 
largely on the stocks of flour In the 
hands of the mills and bakers. This 
flour had all been bought on the 
basis of $3.15 a bushel for No. 1 Nor- 
thern at Fort Wi}liam, as fixed by the 
wheat board, which the millers sald 
had practically controlled prices both 
for the buying of wheat and the sell- 
ing of its products. . 

The wheat board, it was stated, 
would go out of existence on August 
$1, and then the business will return 
to fts nonmel! conditions, as in pre- 
war times, the big milling firms buy- 
tng ta competition and selling in the 
game way, with no fixed prices beyond 
market quotations. 

Expect Drop in Winnipeg 

Winnipeg, Aug. 27—Following the 
start of the fall movement of the 
1920 crop and the resumption of com- 
petitive dealing by milters, it is stated 
Friday on good authority, according 
to a local paper, tat there will be a 
drop im the price of flour and also in 
the price of bran and shorts.

Carter, who represents the eity; and 
A N. MeNutt, who Ie the representa- | 
tive of the street railwaymen. Justice | 
Hyndman was the third member of | 
the committee chosen by the other 
two. 

R. E. } cLaughlin, of Abbott and | 
McLaughlin, is the solicitor acting on 
behalf of the street railwaymen’s un- 
fon, and witnesses include Messrs, H. 
K. Montgomery, J. Mateer and A. Mc- 
Cann. For the city the mayor is ap- 
pearing, along with Commissioner } 
Haddow and Acting-Supt. Bruntees. 
Secretary Efiglish is taking a note of | 
the proceedings. 

The dispute, which involves a con- | 
siderable sum of money, is over, the 
claim of the street raitwaymen that | 
they should receive,the whole of the | 
retroactive increases of pay on the | 
basis of one-man car pay. The period | 
iovolved is the time when, owing to 
the power shortage, the etreet cars | 
were reduced in number and two men | 
were placed on them, It is claimed by 
the city that the increases should not 
cover this period, as instead of stand- 
ing off the men when the cars were 
not running, the city performed an 
act of charity by placing two men on 
a car, 

Mr. McLaughtin stated the case for | 
the etreet railwaymoen, and contended 
that the men were promised that the 
increases should date back, and Mr.
